"These two young men will not have 
died in vain, if we will dedicate ourselves 
to fulfill their unfinished dreams," Eissey 
reflected. 

Gregory Kennard, 18, graduated from 
John I. Leonard High School in Lake 
Worth. He had been drafted by the 


Montreal Expos. 

Randall "Rick" Rhoden, also 18, at¬ 
tended John Carroll High School in Fort 
Pierce. He, too, was a prospect for draft 
by a professional baseball team. 

Both were attending PBJC on baseball 
scholarships. In their memory, team 
members and Coach Randy Gailey will be 
wearing a special patch on PBJC baseball 
uniforms.

The IMTS Program is designed for the adult 
student who has a high school diploma. Stu¬ 
dents are first given diagnostic tests. A 
learning program is then prepared for 
them. With the combined use of a variety 
of resources and tutoring by lab volun¬ 
teers. the individual receives personalized 
instruction. 

In addition to basic academic instruc¬ 
tion, an employability skills program is 
available. The lessons provide information 
on job hunting, resume writing, and inter-
